The problem of a 16-incn gun is al-j 
ready being worked out in theory in ; 
connection with im aginary 35,000 and 1 
40.000 ton battleships, in order to pre- j 
pare to take advanced steps whenever | 
foreign competition warrants if. For 
rifles of that caliber, a warship must 
necessarily have a tonnage of at least 
31.000 tons to resist the terrific re- 
j coil. 
These plans demonstrate, it is de- 
! dared, how m aterially is the evolu- 
j tion in naval construction and ord­ 
nance in one country controlled by 
the progress of others,

W ith the size and strength of war- 
i shops growing from year to year in 
I this world wide endeavor to
